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THE EGYPTIAN WAR. 

PRELIMINARY SKIRMISHES. 

THE 8ULTAM PROCLAIMS ARAHI A TRAI- 
TOR. 

Alexandria, July 26— The Egyptian 
vessel Charkeli left this morning to 
take on board tho garrison nt Abou- 
kir, which has declared loyalty to the 
L-heilive, and land a party to spike tho 
guns on tho works. She lias not rr 
turned. Tho garrison numbered two 
thousand men. Retail trade has re- 
vived Bomewhat in Alexandria and 
tho center of the groat square is tilling 
with cafes and booths. 

8:30 a. m. — At nino last ovoning a 
doeided attempt was made to surprise 
the British outposts under cover of 
darkness. A force of six thousand 
men approached close to tho British 
lines, when the 38th regiment opened 
fire. The enemy then retreated preci- 
pitately. During the remainder of 
the night Egyptians continued moving 
about just beyond range. The at- 
tempt was preceded by reports that 
Arabi Pasha was attempting to treat 
for conditions for his surrender and a 
white flag was Hying over his entrench- 
mentfl. Reports were probably circu- 
lated to lull the vigilance of the Eng- 
lish. 

Alexanrdia, July 2G. —The Pritish 
have mined the railway embankment 
at Ramleh as a precaution ngninsi a 
night attack. 

Arabi Pasha has withdrawn the 
bulk of his outlying pickets to Kafr el 
Dwar. A force from English men-of- 
war has landed at Port Said. 

Alexandria, dune J7. — Ismail Pa- 
sha lias not. returned from Arabi's 
camp. The latter's proposals are re- 
garded as preposterous, lie wants to 
have his offences condoned, and on this 
condition he consents to disarm a por 
l ion of the troops under his command, 
tieneral Allison will not listen to the 
demand, and is drawing closer to Ar- 
abi's camp. 

Alexandria, July 27. — I p. m — 
Threatening activity within Arabi l'a- 
sha'R line is increasing. 

An official telegram from the rebel 
government dated at Cairn, July 2<i, 
says armaments continue on uu exten- 
sive scale and volunteers are arming. 

It is doubtful whether Cherif Pa 
sha will consent to form a ministry for 
the khedive. 

It is rumored that Arabi Pasha has 
withdrawn with the bulk of his army 
to Damanhour, leaving the outposts at 
Kafr el Dwar. 

The garrison at Aboukir having re 
fused to surrender the forts they will 
probably be bombarded Friday. 

Alexandria, Juiy 27. — Reports 
from upper and lower Egypt state 
some chiefs of Bedouins w ho prior to 
tho bombardment were known as par- 
tisans of tho khedive, have promised 
Arabi fidelity, and all the best class of 
MuBSulmen, including princes and prin- 
cesses of the khedive's family, now in 
Cairo, aro aiding the government. 
Ladies have formed a committee for 
preparing lint. 

The British have been defeated in 
two engagements leaving 10 killed. 

The official gazette publishes a letter 
from Arabi Pasha which declares any 
person found in possession of a procla- 
mation dismissing Arabi Pasha from 
the ministry, circulated by the khedive's 
emissaries, will be court martialed. 
The army will do its duty and defend 
the country to the last extremity. If 
the commercial and political interests 
of the powers do not induce them to 
stop British invasion a terrible Strug 
gle must ensue. Rome Italians, Swiss, 
French and Germans remain in the 
public administration and continue to 
receive marks of confidence notwith 
standing British intrigues to depopu- 
late Egypt. 

Eight hundred soldiers are now 
being landed from the troop ship Or- 
ontcs. The Orontes after their disom 
barkation will proceed to Port Said 
and hind marines. There is great ac- 
tivity in the enemy's lines. Egyptian 
soldiers disguised as Bedouins carried 
otl ten eases.of gunpowder from Fort 
Muk"beb'e;-nea'rOIeks. Emissaries from 
Arabi Pasha have been marching at 
Mukbebc almost daily. It has been 
thercforo decided to occupy the fort and 
also the shore of Lake Mareotis, near 
which patrols of tho enemy are fre- 
quently seen. The fire here, here is in 
t be native quarter mul is believed to 
have been started by incendiaries. 

Constantinople, July 27. — It is 
stated the first detachment of Turkish 
troops sent to Egypt will number 1.6 
battalions, and arrangements arc made 
to send 01 battalions if necessary. 
■The government of Damascus has been 
ordered as a precaution to arrest several 
sheiks just arrived from Egypt. The 



porto-denies there has been rioting at 
Smyrna. 

Alexandria, duly l'7 — Arabi Pasha 
has written the sultan as follows: 1 
trust it is false, as enemies of Islam as- 
sert, that Ottoman troops are coming to 
Egypt, as I should have to oppose them 
by force. 

J ,ondox, J uly 27. — A dispatch from 
Constantinople says a telegram has 
been received from Arabi Pasha de- 
precating the despatch of Turkish 
troops to Egypt and declaring his fid- 
elity to the caliphate. 

Alexandria, July 17. — A tremen- 
dous conflagration broke out in Alex- 
andria at two o'clock this morning. 
As seen from the harbor the tiro seems 
to bo larger than any since the bom- 
bardment. 

Constantinople, .inly 27. — Thesul 
tan has decided to denounce A rain 
Pasha as a traitor. He received Dor 
visch Pasha on his. return from Egypt 
verv coldly and complained thai he did 
not persuade Admiral Seymour jo de 
lay the bombardment. 

Paris, July 27. — In chambers to day 
Dcfroycinot announced thai Turkey 
had accepted the proposals of the con- 
ference for Turkish intervention in 
Egypt. He said he was awaiting fur- 
ther information, and government was 
anxious to consult with England, and 
he therefore moved debate on the 
motion for a serond vote of credit be 
postponed until Saturday. The chain 
bor assented. The committee of the 
chamber which rejected the proposal 
for a second vote of credit of9,500,000 
francs yesterday contains neither a 
majority for intervention nor majority 
against it, but it rejected the credit be 
cause it was unable to agree on either 
policy, ft depends entirely upon De- 
froveinet whether tho credit is carried 
or not. If be is so ill inspired as not 
to clearly make il a question of conti 
den CO lie will certainly fail. 

Paris .Inly 2(5. -Senate to day dis 
cussed the motion for a vote of credit 
for the protection of Suez canal. 

LON'DO.V, July "_'7. — Debate was resumed 
in commons on mot ion for a voto.of crodil 
for the Egyptian expedition. Ohildcrs, 
secretary of state for (lie war office, said 
arrangements for the expedition were ex- 
ceptionally complete. As to the amount 
proposed to be voted iio defended the 
government's estimate, and said lie was 
sure parliament would be indulgent if 
more money be necessary.

11, from Sir Allen Voting, commanding 
the steamer Hope, engaged in the Eire 
soarch and relief expedition, states all 
members of the expedition arc well.

The Sal Ian has at last chosen hia side. 
Jle has elected to support tho demands of 
tireat Britain and will send an army to 
assist in subduing Arahi Pasha whom he 
proclaims a traitor. Some preliminary 
skirmishing has taken place between tho 
Egyptian and English forces, the latter 
.sustaining a loss of about 40 men. The 
latest dispatch is to tho effect that Arabi 
has tendered his submission to tho 
British, and although the report may 
aoom premature it is difficult to seo what 
other course he car. adopt, since the sul- 
tan's, the khedive's and the English and 
French armies ore preparing to attack 
him. Ho would show hitnaolt'-n wise as 
well as a patriotic leader if he should 
yield bofore his army is defeated and 
the country laid wasto. With the Sul- 
tan arrayed against him, Arabia plan to 
preach a religious war and incite the peo- 
ple to rebellion in Britain's Mahommc- 
dan possessions will fail. 

THRO (7011 TO YALE. 

II is reported that a protest has boon 
filed at Ottawa against the continuance on 
the Through to Yale route of the steamer 
It. P. Rithct. Tho protectants allege 
that she is insufficiently -strong to with- 
stand the "rough weather of the gulf." 
The same allegation was made about the 
steamer Western Slope a yoar ago, yet 
that vessel has continued to make regular 
trips botweon Victoria and the head of 
navigation on Eraser river without meet- 
ing witli tho slightest mishap. Practical 
shipbuilders assert that the R. P. liithot 
is in every respect suited to the service, 
that she is strong and swift, is officered 
and manned by experienced and careful 
nien,andthat in any weather in which the 
I'rincesa Louise will cross the gulf tho R.

Stealing Examination Papors. 

[Toronto World.] 

If Mr. Crooks does not want to loso en- 
tiroly tho confidence of tho public in his 
administration and to completely destroy, 
whatever respect is still ontertained for 
Ids departmental examinations ho had 
bettor have thoroughly exposed and ade- 
quately punished those who stole tho in- 
teimediate examination papers the other 
day at Barrio. This tampering with pa- 
pers is one of the meanest and most do- 
testable of crimes and should be visited 
with the severest penalties. Irregularity 
after irrogularity in connection with the 
departmental examinations has been un- 
earthed and nothing worth mentioning 
has ever come of it. In the Barrio case 
the criminals have been detected and the 
evidonco appears to be complete. Let an 
example, then, bo made of the offenders, 
whoso fault is not the venal one it. has in 
iiomo quarters been represented to bo. 

Tho ingenuity .with which tho young 
lascala set to work was worthy of a better 
purpose. Having obtained possession of 
a sealed packet containing the papers, 
ihcy cut through the outer tlap of the en- 
velope elosoly around and just under- 
neath tho outer edge of the wax. They 
next moistened the envelope, raised the 
tlap and took copies of such of tho papers 
as thoy carod to have. They then re- 
fastened the flap, and replacing the piece 
of tho envelope with the seal on it, they 
melted the edge of the wax sufficiently to 
enable them to spread if over and conceal 
tho cut. A regular system of communi- 
cation was kept up for some time bo- 
tweon tho Barrio boys and some of those 
in tho Collingwood collegiate institute, 
and there is good reason to believe that 
all who wore admittodto the "ring" "were 
actually sworn to secrecy. The corre - 
spondenco was conducted largely in 
cipher, a complete alphabet of twenty-six 
letters, in new and perfectly original 
forms, baring been devised for the pur- 
pose. The labor and ingenuity expended 
on this plot would have sufficed to propel 
the schemers through the examination 
without a resort to fraud, but if Mr. 
Crooks wants to stamp out such practices 
ho should lot tho law take its course, and 
have the culprits sent to the reformatory 
for boys. 



[Post-Intcllejjencur | 

Dublin, duly '28. — A desperate but un- 
successful attempt was made to-day to 
assassinate tho Recorder of Dublin at 
Croeno street court house. A tutor named 
Fitzpatrick, nonsuited ns plaintiff on the 
civil bill press, tired at the recorder with 
a revolver in the .open court, but fortu- 
nately was seized by tho defendant and a 
policeman. 

London, July 28. — In the House of 
Lords the arrears of real bill passed tho 
second reading. 

In the House of Commons the home 
secretary refused to answer a question 
relative to the arrest of O'Brien in Vene- 
zuela for connection with the murder of 
Lord Cavendish and Burke, on the ground 
that it would bo inconsistent with the 
public interest. 

Alkxandiua, July 28.— Persona com 
potent to judge believe half the cotton 
crop of Egypt will he Inst; also, the 
greater part of the wheal crop of lower 
Egypt, in consequence of neglected irri- 
gation. 

London, July 28.— The Amateur row- 
ing association has decided that crews of 
the Thames and London clubs shall not 
be allowed to row against the Hillsdalcs 
in the Barnes and Mortlake regatta on 
Saturday. 

Relative to the offer of the Canadian 
government of land to Irish immigrants, 
the chief secretary for Ireland states that 
parliament and the lord lieutenant of Ire- 
land are now in communication with the 
Canadian office in regard In immigration 
to Canada. He said he would not bo able 
to give full information on the subject 
until the arrears of rent bill passed par 
liament. 

In the House of Commons this after 
noon Gladstone, amidst cheers, read ex- 
tracts forwarded to Lord Dulforiu, British 
ambassador at Constantinople, after the 
cabinet meeting yesterday, saying that 
England was glad of the co-operation of 
any power, but calling upon the Sultan 
to state the date for the dispatch of troops, 
and before they were dispatched to issue 
a proclamation upholding 'i'ewlik, the 
khedive, and denouncing Arabi Pasha as 
a rebel. Gladstone said that communi- 
cations were still passing with Italy re- 
garding her.co-operation, and added that 
a communication had just been received 
from Musuras Pasha, Turkish ambassador 
at London, announcing that the Sultan 
would send troops immediately. The 
communication from Musuras Pasha con- 
tained no reference to the proclamation 
of Arabi Pasha as a rebel. This commu- 
nication will not interfere with the con- 
ference. 

[iEKLIX, July 28. -Emigration from 
Germany to America thus far this season 
has decreased 10,000 as compared with 
the same period of 1881. 

London, July 28.— In the House of 
Commons the motion fur credit was car- 
ried by 275 to 23. 

Alexandria, July 28.— The Inflexible 
has gone to summon the Aboukir forts to 
surrender, and to bombard them if they 
do not. 

Lord Charles Iiereaford acknowledges 
an immense service so generously ren- 
dered by American mariners in very im- 
portant seizures made of secret corre- 
spondence prior to the bombardment, 
between tho military party and French 
officials. The correspondence is said to 
prove incontestable' the military party 
were surely supported by tho French. 
The water in the canal continues to fail 
at such a rate that the city and troops in 
a week will be entirely dependent on 
wells and cisterns and condensers. 

London, July 28. — In the commons 
this afternoon the under foreign secretary 
stated that a telegram had been received 
from Cartwright, consul general at Alex- 
andria, which led to an indirect communi- 
cation by Arabi Pasha, with a view to 
surrendering the military party, but there 
has been no direct communication from 
Arabi so far. 

Alkxanduia, July 28.— Arabi offers to 
retire to a Mussulman monastery in 
Syria. Among his colleagues, for whom 
he asks tlio same terms, arc Toulba Pasha, 
Ali Fohoy, Abdallah Pasha, ami Mahom- 
med Pasha. An armed ensign, dispatched 
by the British, was sent to meet lieduff 
Pasha and two ill emails, to discuss this 
proposal. It is stated the government 
has received no confirmation of this news. 

London, July 28- 1:30 p. m. -The 
Standard, in an edition just, issued, says 
up to the time of going to proas no in- 
formation with regard to Arabi Pasha's 
offer has been received by the govern- 
ment at Alexandria. There will bo no 
cessation of military preparations, as it is 
thought Arabi Pasha's luTeF may be only 
to gain time. 

Gladstone informed parliament yester- 
day that, the government had abandoned 
tho hope of passing the corrupt practices 
bill this session.

The following is an extract from the 
TSttaiujelictd Clvurchvum, of Juno 1st, 1882. 

In connection with tho mission narra- 
tive of Metlakahtla, which we are now 
publishing,, in these pages, we insert the 
following from the recent roport of the 
Church Missionary Society. 

" This Mission lias caused and is still 
causing tho Committee deep concern. 
Not only the Church Missionary Society, 
but the wholo church of Christ has re- 
I garded, and rightly regarded, Metlakaht- 
la as a triumph of Divino grace. The 
more striking, however, the testimonies 
roceived to its success as a prosperous 
j Christian settlement, and to the reality of 
the religion of many of the resident In- 
dians, the moro earnestly have the 
! Committee desired the admission of the 
1 converts to full Christian privileges. For 
; many years owing to a variety of circum- 
stances, successive plans for providing 
Metlakahtla with a clergyman in full or- 
dcrscamo to naught; but latterly it be- 
came apparent. that, evon had there been 
one, Mr. Duncan would not. have con- 
sented to the admission of the Indians to 
i the Lord's .Supper. Rather than cause a 
breach of harmony in such a Mission, 
Bishop Bompas, when he visited it in 
1877-3, refrained from pressing tho point; 
\ and Bishop Ridley, although his arrival 
| in 1870 had been anxiously looked for- 
ward to an an opportunity for inviting 
i the converts to "draw near with faith 
i and take the Holy Sacrament to their 
comfort," saw the risk of precipitating a 
crisis and also reluctantly refrained. 
The Committee could nol for one moment 
j admit that any man - nol even Mr, Dun- 
i can, could have the right In stand be- 
j tween Christians of lf> and 20 years 
! standing and the observance of t In. 
Saviour's dying command: and their'wido 
experience of the! mission field enabled 
them to assure him of the blessed results 
of a boliev ing participation of the Lord's 
Supper to converts of oilier races im| 
less " babes in Christ, I him the Tsiin- 
shoans. Still, honoring as l he whole 
church dees, Mr. Duncan's past work, 
, they were content to reason, and pray, 
and wait, until the autumn of lasl year, 
they were plainly challenged by -Mr. 
Duncan himself to a decision on tho fu 
| turo of Metlakahtla; and then, being 
challenged, they could not hesitate t,, 
send out t'mal and explicit instructions. 
These instructions, they deeply regret to 
say, have been as explicitly repudiated 
and flisoboj'od; and at present their 
; much loved brother and the Indians of 
the settlement who naturally elm- to 
their benefactor, stand aloof from the 
Society. The Committee can but leave tin- 
issue of events in His hands who doeth all 
things well They earnestly pray thai 
Mr. Duncan may even now be led to see 
his error, but if not, they feel 
that they can nol divesi themselves 
of the responsibility t., those Indian 
members of the church of England, and 
must seek to keep them under her true 
and spiritual teaching, and to train them 
to ; i full enjoyment of her ordinances. 
Under any circumstances the Bishop of 
Caledonia has pointed out how w ide and 
hopeful is the Geld open to missionary 
effort on the coast, on the adjacent 
islands, and in tho interior, apart alto- 
gether from Metlakahtla, and they will 
lose no opportunity in strengthening the 
Mission, the whole which they earnestly 
commend to the prayers of the Society's 
friends.

Willis Bond was charged with having 
on the 28th instant assaulted Thomas 
Trounce by striking him on the back of 
die right hand with a stick. 

Mr. Pollard appeared for the com- 
plainant and Mr. Thornton Fell for the 
accused. 

Tin anas Trounce deposed in effect that 
on Friday afternoon he had to give a cer- 
tificate for work done by Bond for On 
Hing; when tho certificate was handed in 
Mr. Muldoon served a garnishee order on 
On Hing, issued by a judge of the county 
court in favor of witness, upon which 
Bond, who was present, used abusive 
language and threatened to be the death of 
witness, at the same time making a blow 
at his head with a heavy stick ; witness 
was behind the counter, and drawing 
back received tho blow on the back of tho 
right hand; Mr. Muldoon then collared 
Bond, who afterwards returned to tho at- 
tack, and was put out of tho store. 
The accused afterwards viaiteil witness' 
office and smashed in tho panels of tho 
door while lie (witness) was. absent. 

In cross examination the complainant 
stated that he had withheld the certifi- 
cate for a time for two reasons, one was 
that there wero goods obtained at On 
Hillg's by defendant to he taken into ac- 
count, and, secondly, that the garnishee 
summons in Ins name might bo served at 
the same nine the certificate was given 
in; ii was usual to issue L-ertiticates for 
work as the work proceeded. 

Mr. Fell admitted the assault on the 
part of defendant, and Win. Muldoon 
corroborated the evidence as to the as 
sault. 

Willi.' Bond, the defendant, slated thai 
be considered he had finished the work 
Saturday last , and had called on Mr. 
Trounce In measure it a week ago; when 
he did Bo he indicated a line t.. be 
I straightened, and afterwards lhai fi or t'> 
I feet more were to ho taken out ; without 
] the certificate lie did not know how much 
! work had been done, and since Monday 
! his men bad been asking liini for money; 
: he told Mr. Trounce lie had neither 
I bread fop his family nor food for his 
I horses; the work was an excavation 'M by 
I 80 feet; Mr. Trounce obtained a judg- 
ment against him four years ago. Tho 
reason he struck him was (hat he (Bond) 
was destitute. 

Mr. Fell briellv adverted In the facts 
of the case, urging thai the fine inflicted 
might be light, and that he hail advanced 
' nn die)' lo Uond himself. 

Mr. Pollard contended that the assault 
was acknowledged, that it was unwar- 
ranted and without justification, and but 
for the interference of Muldoon would 
have been much more serious. 

His honor finally decided to bind the 
licensed over to keep the peace feu- six 
months, himself in $100 ami two sureties 
in s.",0 elieli.

Strangers always have a great curiosity 
to see Esquimalt, not only on account of 
its drydock, but on account of old asso- 
ciations, as, in common with many people 
east, they are used to thinking from tho 
similarity of name that the Esquimaux 
live there, and raco about in perpetual 
snow with dogs and slodi^es, patronizing 
Arctic voyagers who visited them before 
they finally went forth to grapple with 
that remorseless mystery the north polo. 
Of course Her Majesty has a dockyard 
there, but they imagine such an establish- 
ment is merely permitted on sufferance 
by the good will of the natives. This is 
a specimen of the accurate ideas which 
tho average Britisher possesses as to tho 
colonies. Only tho other day we got a 
letter from England complaining that the 
writer was unable to locato Paget Sound, 
as some one had purloined her atlas and 
taken Pugct Sound away along with it. 
But Esquimalt is a very pretty place, with 
no snow at this time of tho year at least, 
and not Ii ing but green and luxuriant 
foliage mirrored in its beautiful harbor, 
with tho stately reality and invertod re- 
flection of U. M. S. Kingfishor as a con- 
trast. The village is very quiet, and tho 
buildings as a rule are not of tho most 
modern eonst ruction, and although a fire 
some time ago started a little renovation 
in this respect, at the same time it de- 
stroyed a tine brick building. Esquimalt 
is i',ne of those places which most people 
would say is "just lovely," and where a 
man in search of rest might, with tho aid 
of fishing, shooting, boating, tho daily 
papers, the latest magazines, and perhaps 
other attractions, get along very com- 
fortably for a month, or perhaps might 
resign himsolf into becoming a permanent 
fixture.

Roney was the solo witness 
for defence, and w ithout denying the 
facts simply denied that his action tend- 
ed to create n riot or breach of the peace. 
The court stated tho law in tho case, 
which was submitted without argument. 
In a tow moments the jury came in and 
renderod a verdict of not guilty, contrary 
to law and evidence. 

A meewng was held by the directors of 
the Merchants' Exchange Bank for the 
purpose of considering the financial con- 
dition and prospects of tho institution.

CANADA CAPTURES THE SEA SERPENT 
AND ENDS HIS LIFE. 

Tho Vory Last Marino Monstor 

Story. I

Sea serpent stories have been given the 
go-by by newspaper paragraphers of late, | 
owing to the incredible yarns of persons 1 
who profess to have seen the " rale ould j 
divil himself." Many pooplo are said to j 
have soon these monsters in various parts I 
of tho country, but as no ono had ever ; 
been known to capture one, the public 
received the tall yarns related cum ijrniio 
salts. It is but a fow years since Mr. 
[tobort Young, ono of our most worthy | 
and respected citizens, caught a glimpse 
of an acquatic monster in Ohnts 
lake, which he describes as being j 
of enormous size and proportions. 
Captain Brown, of tho steamer Alii- i 
ance, also got a view of one of those ] 
monsters in tho same waters the summer 
before last, and various other people 
claim to have soon largo specimens at 
different times and at divers places. But 
this week wo aro in a position to an- j 
nounce tho capture of what is probably i 
one of the progeny of tho real original 
old Chats Lake serpent, which 1ms often 
struck terror to the hearts of superstitious j 
rivermon. While coming down from the , 
Snow rapids with a tow last Monday I 
morning, and wdiile off Black woll's I., the | 
crew of tho Lovi Young noticed a huge 
serpent swimming ahead of the boat. Mr. ! 
John Dungan, chief engineer, and a deck j 
hand named Shaw, jumped into a boat 
and started in pursuit of the reptile. They 
succeeded in getting within striking 
distance of the serpent, when' Mr. Dun- 
gan struck it a blow over the head with 
his oar. Tho beast then turned and 
made for the occupants of the boat, liter- 
ally churning the water with his tail in 
his fury. Another powerful and well- 
directed blow with an oar on the nook of 
the serpent laid it out dead, when it was 
taken in tow and brought aboard tho 
steamer. The crew of tho boat stretched 
it out on the rail, and measured it with a 
rule. Its total length was cloven fact, 
while the body was thirteen inches in 
circumfereneo. Its jaws wero pried open 
and a pair of compasses inserted, which 
wore opened out to a distauco of 6 inches. 
The description given of this reptilo is 
the same as that given by Mr. Young and 
Capt. Brown, so that it is possible that 
the ono just killod is a lineal descendant 
of tho old king snake who has sported 
himself in Chats lake for years past.

XHS HEGTJLAR SHOOTING CASE 
AT SAN PRA2T0IS00. 

Samuel L. Sachs, of the Dry Goods 
Firm of Sachs, Holier 8c Co., Shoots 
his "Wlfo in a fit of Joalonsy. 

Sax Francisco, July 2G. — Samuel L. 
Sachs, son of Louis Sachs, and a 
member of the prominent import- 
ing dry goods* linn of Sachs, Heller 
A Co., shot his wife at his resi- 
dence on Van Ness avonuo to-day, and 
then left the house and has not since 
been seen. Mrs. Sachs is a daughter of 
Thomas B. Shannon, lutu collector of tho 
port. Her wound is not dangerous, the 
ball passing through tho arm. Ca-uso was 
jealousy, which intimates of tho family- 
say was unfounded. Sachs is a Hobrow 
and his wife a Christian. The marriage 
was distasteful to the paronts on both 
sides, and the parties eloped, but subse- 
quently a reconciliation took place. Sachs 
has lately received anonymous letters ac- 
cusing his wife of infidelity, and recently 
assaulted her, knocking her down and 
kicking her. 

Samuel Sachs surrendered himself to 
Detective Jones this evening, lie was 
taken to tho city gaol where a charge of 
assault with intent to commit murder was 
entered against him. Soon after Sachs 
was taken beforo Judge Uix, who, on 
ascertaining that tho wound was not se- 
rious and that the woman was not likely 
to die, admitted the accused to bail in 
in the sum of SII000. Subsequently 
Judge Rix obtained additional particu- 
lars of the shooting and nature of Un- 
wound and concluded to increase tho 
amount of bail to §10,000. Bonds wero 
furnished at once nnd defendant released. 

Ban Fkvncisco, July 27. —The only 
plausible reason which can be assigned 
for tho shooting of Mrs. Florence Sachs 
by her husband, Samuel L. Sachs, ia jeal- 
ousy. Sachs, it is said, for the past two 
years has been in the habit of indulging 
rather freely in drink. It is also said thai 
on several occcasions he abused his wife. 
N"t long since it is claimed ho gave her 
a black eye, when his wife's father stern- 
ly admonished him not to repeat his treat- 
menl. Il, is further stated that at nil 
I line* Sarin was unreasonably jealous of 
liis wife. 

San Fr.AN'cisfO, duly 28. — The Chroni- 
cle, this morning publishes a scandal in 
connection with tho Sachs family diflicul- 
ly to the effect that the trouble was 
caused by Samuel C. Cook, of Los Ange- 
les, who in rovenge for the refusal of 
Sachs to loan him money to pay a gambling 
debt, spread Stories of his own intimacy 
with .Mrs. Sachs. This led to the prelim- 
inary ron between Sachs and wife. Ho 
then went to Cook's lodgings, and, cover- 
ing him with a revolver, gave him an un- 
merciful thrashing, and subsequently shot 
Mrs. Sachs as heretofore reported. 

THE DUBLIN ASSASSIN. 

What Ho Says ef tho Affair—Probahly 
an Impostor. 

New York, July 2(1.— Jleratd's St. 
Thomas; The assassin of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, wdio was arrested at Ebersda 
Cabilis, Venezuela, gives his name aR 
Win. Westgate. He was arrested on the 
1 Oth inst. By his own confession he 
shipped on the 8th oi May, under the 
name of O'Brien on the British barque 
Gladstone from Swansea to Caracas. Ho 
says he left Dublin on the night of the 
fitli of May by steamer to Swansea, nnd 
the names of throe of his accomplices and 
other details ot the murder were taken 
by deposition before the British consul, 
lie says he was employed by O'Connor 
and other persons. Parties who have 
seen the man give credence to his con- 
fession. In appearance the man is tall 
and slender, lie says tho price of the 
deed was i'20 to each of tho assassins. He 
said £20 was worth moro to an Irishman 
than an Englishman's life. It is believed 
that the Venezuelian government will 
surrender him, although thero is no ex- 
tradition treaty. The foreign office has 
been telegraphically communicated with. 

DUBLIN, July 27- — Detectives specially 
charged to investigate the Phoenix Park 
murders are disinclined to belief in 
O'Brien's story. There is no doubt two 
of Die men engaged in the murders did 
escape abroad, but not to Venezuela, and 
neither of those men is named O'Brien. 

Tho belief increases that O'Brien's 
story has somo foundation. 

Dublin, July 28. — From information 
gleanod here it appears that Wostgato, or 
O'Brien, the man arrested in Venezuela 
on his own confession that ho was con- 
cerned in tho Phoenix Park murders, is a 
Scotchman. On the' day of tho tragedy 
he sailed from Northwall for Swansea at 
7:30 p. m.,or ten minutes heforo tho 
tragody occurred. Consequently he could 
not bo one of tho assassins. Some of his 
friends wero with him at Northwall an 
hour before tho vessel sailed. Tho au- 
thorities here are confident Westgate is 
innocent, though detectives wdll probably 
have to be sent to bring him to Ireland in 
order to satisfy the public feeling.
